roast from Pen sa oui* and moving west­ 
ward during the past two days, has 
doue great damage in this city from 
high water aud wind. 
The greatest 
fears are entertained for the safety of 
the people living at Port Ends, which is 
at tho month of the river and for tho 
shins that started for the sea just ta fore 
the storm began. 
The wires to Port 
Eads have been prostrated sine© Tues­ 
day night at 8 o’clock, bur a reporter 
found a man who left Port Eads early 
on Wednesday. 
He was seen at. Buras, 
which is 60 miles down the river, ami 
the farthest point with which there is 
wire com rn unication at the present time. 
This man describes the storm which 
swept that section as a regular tidal 
wave, similar to the otic which resulted 
iu such awful loss last year. 
He said 
all the people living on the east bank of 
the river had moved up to the '’Jump” 
which is IS miles from the mouth of 
the river. 
The hou>o of a man named Cob­ 
den, half a mile above the quarantine 
station was swept away and tho >5 mem­ 
bers of the family, including nine chil­ 
dren, were drowned. 
Tho quarantine buildings wore badly 
damaged bat no one injured. 
The big tow boat Chamberlain wn.v 
driven high and dry in the marsh but 
her crew are safo. 
Tho government boat General Reis is 
believed to have been lo*d. 
Captain O’Brion's house was swept 
away but he was on the boat which 
was believed to be out side. 
Tho piledriver at l\irt Eat)* was sunk. 
The steamboat Buras 
was driven 
ashore near the lighthouse and later it 
was reported that she was sunk. 
lier 
crew was said to have been saved. 
Tho tugboat Velasoo went down to 
Pass Al’Outre, which is the eastern 
mouth of the river, with two barges. 
When last Been she had her decks awash 
and is believed to have gone down. 
If 
this boat and hor barges have been 
lost, 20 people have been drowned. 
There are numerous reports of indi­ 
vidual casualties all along the river from 
Buras down to the passes. 
Up to midnight last night everything 
seemed to bo safe at tho Mississippi 
coast towns. Bay St. Louis, Pass Chris­ 
tian, Biloxi, Mississippi City aud Ocean 
Springs, bat. since thou not a word has 
been beard from them. 
All wires are 
down bot no great fear is entertained. 
Tho only report of damages so far re­ 
ceived are of destroyed bath houses aud 
Uprooted trees. 
There has lieeu mach damage done at 
Shell Beach, a settlement on Lek > 
Borgue, which is southeast of this eity 
and connects #ith Dike Foutohnrtraiu. 
All the buildings there have been swept 
away and there are reports of loss of Ufo 
among the fishermen, but the exact ex­ 
tent of this is not known. 
A tidal wave 
swept over the land there as it did unto 
years ago. 
At West End tho lake rushed over the 
settlement and destroyed nearly ail tho 
residences there.
